A few days ago. in alluding to the 
Land Registration Ordinance 1870, we 
Btated that n most otjectiouablo Ordi- 
nance had recoiled the Governor'* as- 
sont. His Bxoelleooy affects surprise 
tbR" a country so now and small should 
deaire H B "poD»lblo Gov.rnooeot. But 
cue he iinajrina that a pe°P le aocut - 
tomod to free insiitulions, habituated to 
think and act like freemen will bo con- 
tent to live under a one-man system ot 
Govornment-a eysteia under winch 
aws of the nature of this Ordinance 
are made in opposition to, in utter and 
wanton iefiwne of, their views as ex- 
posed by the Representative Member- 
within, and those chiefly interested 
without the House i The Bill passed 
through its secoud rending without 
much question, simply in consequence 
of representations then made by the 
late Attorney-General ; but when it 
wan considered in Committee and it had 
become known that although possibly 
based (an related by the Attorney. 
General) on the rocommoiidatioii in a 
Report of an Imperial Commission, it wa- 
no . in accordance with the policy of the 
Imperial Statue passed three or four 
y-ars later, and that it was strongly ob- 
jected to not only by the Banks and 
landed proprietors but by all the mem- 
bers, of the legal profession who had 
.riven it tboir attention, with the excep 
lion of the two ofliciuls whoso creature 
it was, clause alter claueo was op. 
posedi and amendments wore offered 
by I ho Representative member*, and in 
almost every instance voted dp*n by the 
official element in the House. Alter 
the BiH had passed through all its stages 
the Managers of the Binka and the real 
esiata h iltlors in the city uddres-ed His 
Excellency the Governor upon the sub 
jec.t, directing attention to the numer- 
ous objections to the measure, Wo hud 
hoped that His Excellency would at 
least have so fur yielded to public opin- 
ion as to have withheld his assent to the 
Hill until Her fii.ij •-•sty's pleasure 
thereanent had been ascertained. But 
no ! His Excellency lias unlimited pow- 
; and, wo regret to say that, in this 
i ustanoe, ho hits not hesitated to oxor- 
oi-o it, although in doing so be has 
deliberately irampled under foot 
the clearly and repeatedly expressed 
wishes oi the people. Who demanded 
themeiuure? .Not the country. Was 
instant legislation on the subject so im- 
perately demanded? -Not at all. In 
truth, the presumed imminence of im- 
portant political changes, and amongst 
them a change in His Excellency's le- 
gal adviser, would naturally BDggest to 
ordinary minds the wisdum of delay. 
To other minds they ap ear to nave 
suggested tho reverse. What interests 
would have suit' red by permitting the 
subject of Registration to remain undis- 
turbed for another year? Not the 
public- interests, we venture to think. 
The matter was permitted to slip "lur- 
ing three seytions alter Union- What 
need lor such determined liusto and un- 
seemly pertinacity during the fourth? 
There w ftS tl0 oo'mplaint from the po 
plo. They were content to allow the 
two systems to remain lor a whilo lon- 
ger, 6*aiting tuo greater cliauges, 
when ah such subjects cuuld bo ap- 
proached under very much more ad- 
vantageous eiroimir tuuees. A wrong 
has b.en commuted ; mid that wrong is 
not coutmgent upon the good or ill 
working ot tho measure, Public opin- 
ion has been mosi wantunly and flagi« 
tiously contemned ; And no power under 
high Heiivea has a rigM to do that. No 
power can do it with' bopanity I True 
It in ihttt the Governor »t British Uo- 
lumbi i can at present set yubhc opin- 
ion at defiance; but the iiiut Is not far 
distant when ttte people will have an 
opportunity of making iheirvoio, heard 
and their wishes respootcd and r^r ttr d. 
ed For the speedy advent ot ruo, a 
dispensaiiou let all good subjects labo u 
aud pray.

Our Canadian exchaogei nre to the 17th 
ult. Tha Premier was still in a very low 
oondition, nod it was felt that ho could not 
survive a relapse. At the prorogation ot 
Parliament, ou the 12th the usual Bring ol 
guns was omitted on bis account. The folow- 
ing is the bal letin of the 1 7th concerning 
him: ' Although nill very weak and requiring 
the utmoet quiatude and euro, we are happy 
to leuru toat Sir Joho A Maodonald 
continues to improve and i* (ioiug as wall a« 
tiis medicnl HtteodnntB anticipated.

A foarfnl catastrophe had ocourrod in 
the works of the Linen Manufacturing 
Company at St. Giles, in tho environs 
of Brussels, by the explosion of a boiler 
in tho dryiug houao.
